The amendments submitted with the letter of 29- 
November 2004 tend to broaden the subject matter of 
the application beyond the disclosure in the 
application as filed. They therefore contravene the 
requirements of PCT Article 34(2) (b) . The 
amendments in question are as follows: 

Claim 1 (lines 13 and 14) : the feature "... the 
pivoting elements (9) are formed by the 
transverse edges (14) of the panels (5)" is not 
supported by the description, which only 
mentions the possibility of producing the parts 
(9a, 9b) of the elements (9) from the U-shaped 
profiled sections (14) connected to the panels. 
Claims 2 to 4: The details to which claims 2 to 
4 relate all assume that the pivoting elements 
(9) are formed by the transverse edges (14) of 
the panels (5) (claim 1) . Therefore the above 
argument put forward with respect to claim 1 
applies mutatis mutandis to the subject matter 
of these claims. 

Claim 5: This claim is dependent on claim 1. 
Therefore the above argument made with respect 
to claim 1 applies mutatis mutandis to the 
subject matter of this claim.

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one curvilinear guide rail such that the panels are 
at least substantially parallel to the rail and are 
articulated relative to each other about pivot pins 
(11, 13) parallel to their longitudinal edges by 
means of pivoting elements (6, 1) , the longitudinal 
edges of the panels (1) being provided with 
complementary male and female profiled sections 
preventing fingers from becoming caught, the pivot 
pins (11, 13) of the pivoting elements (6, 7) being 
at least substantially coplanar to the inner faces 
(5) of the panels (1) hinged thereon, and the 
pivoting elements (6, 7) being connected (12, 16) to 
the transverse edges (4) of the panels (1) . 

Therefore, all the features of claim 1 are described 
in D5.
